I have traveled on land and soa 
for twonty years, in con pro of which 
I have bocomo acquainted with over 
five thousand deaf-mutes, most of 
whom I visited at their homes both 
in Canada and the lTnit«'d States, 
particularly New England and New 
York State. Thpy had one desire 
in common, and that was to. hear 
the pews of their fnends anil old 
school-mates widely — scattered 

from each other — how they were 
getting along, whether they wore 
still In the land of the living, or 
. more personal matters which it 
would not have been prudent for 
me to tell, and they also requested 
me to carry loving messages from 
one to another, while lonely bache- 
lors and sighing maidens asked me 
to act the part of Cupid and unite 
them in the blest tie that binds, in 
which capacity I am happy to say 
I have been instrumental in several 
cases of conjugal felicity. After 
news of this nature, they were most 
eager in inquiring about happen- 
ings in the Hub and when the next 
grand " Levee" was going to take 
place, etc. Thus, like a pedlar 
with his pack full of news, I have 
traveled from place to i)lace, empty- 
ing and re-fllling it at the same 
time, for which reason I was mot 
with a ready welcome everywhere. 
My stock in trade for the last three 
years was Henry C. Whitie's book 
of " Law-Points For Everybody, "of 
which I alone have sold over fifteen 
thousand copies, including twelve 
hundred sold on my last trip of 
three months. Donf-'Mutes bought 
it as readily as the hearing people, 
among whom I may mention Prof. 
A. G. Draper, of Gallaudet College, 
whom I met summering in Ver- 
mont, last year. Sometimes I 
was mistaken for the author of the 
book, and doubting men have taken 
me to lawyers' offices near by and 
asked their opinion about the book, 
which after a careful inspection 
they have always recommended and 
thus I made a good many sales in 
that way. Deaf-mutes have often 
asked me knotty law-points, sup- 
posing that I was as well acquaint- 
ed with the law as the author of the 
book I sold. The questions were 
mostly about pioperty rights, wills, 
etc., for the deaf have their share of 
trouble in these matters like other 
people. I remember one instance, 
that of a lady whose entire fortune 
was HO tied up under guaidianship 
that she could not get as much as 
she desired for her own needs, and 
conld get no husband either, for her 
property was willed to a public 
charity after her death, at which 
she was very much grieved. 

After the N. E. ii. A. convention 
in Boston, this Summer, I was seiz- 
ed again with a desire to travel and 
took the night boat for Portland, 
Me. 

At Mechanics Falls, I had the 
pleasure of meeting the young Mrs. 
George A. Wise, who was summer- 
ing there with her child, while her 
spouse was attending the conven- 
tion in the Hub. A graduate of 
thelate Miss Barton's oral school in 
Portland, she married a graduate 
of the Hartford School and act-ord- 
ing to the testimony of her friends, 



she was greatly improved in intel- 
ligence l)y such a happy union. As 
for George, his fortunes, hitherto 
uncertain, changed for llie belter 
aftoi his marriage, and he has set- 
tled down to a life of steady o<!cupu- 
tion as well as comparative ease. It 
has often been remarked by wise 
heads in Boston, like Mr. Geo. C. 
Sawyer and otheis, that married 
men had the best chance of getting 
along, were given better wages and 
were retained by their employers, 
while the unmarried ones were lai(l 
off or discharged, as if there was a 
special providence presiding over 
Hymen's Altar. For that reason, 
young men were advised to marry. 
An agreealile visit was paid to 
the cosy home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Tripp in T'ortlnnd. Mr. Tripp aii<l 
Mr. Randall, the latter a graduate 
of Miss Barton's school but familiar 
with the sign language, have the 
reputation of l)eiiig good, all-round 
carpenters, and have been employed 
on most of the big buildings — 
t)rivate as well as public— in the 
State. 

Miss Alice Stevens had just re- 
turned from the N. E. G. A. con- 
vention, to lier home in Stafford, N. 
H., in the company of Mrs. Frnnk 
Fiigelow, whose guest she ha<1 been 
<luring her slay in Boston. In her 
pretty, vivacious way, by which she 
had made many friends in the Hub, 
Miss Stevens lamented her cruel 
fate, which force<i her to live in a 
dull, uninteresting New Hampshire 
town, whileall the delights of fnends 
and compsny were to be found in 
Boston, with "Levees," socials, 
whist parties, etc. The best advice 
I <',(»uld jr' :« hur. <vas to marry a ui:r,, 
from the Hub and [)artake of thi 
joys of life in the Metropolis, m 
which she laughed merrily. 

Charles A. Little, of B«irlin Falls, 
N. H., told the writer that he saw 
several uneducated deaf-mutes in 
the neighborhood growing up with- 
out any education, being mostly 
French-Canadians, a class of people 
who do not seem to sot a high value 
on schooling. These were of both 
sexes, the oldest being 50 years old 
and the youngest seventeen. Mr. 
Little has since moved to Lynn, 
Mass., where he is working. 

I had the pleasure of a chat with 
Mrs. F. W. Bigelow, at Island 
I'ond, Vermont, at her old home, 
where she was staying with her in- 
teresting twins, after the conven- 
tion. She has sinee returned to her 
new home in Milton, which com- 
bines the seclusion of rural life, be- 
ing almost burieil in the depths of 
the primeval forest in which the 
children could see squirrels sport- 
ing them.selves, and also boars and 
wolves in fancy come out to de- 
vour "naughty boys and girls," to- 
gether with <>a8y access to the city 
where the sage father works. The 
situation, however, is a charming 
one, as from the wide windows of 
their elsganlly appointed house on 
a Blight elevation of the road, a 
delightful panorama of scenery, with 
the , long-winding Neponset Itiver 
and th(! famous Blue Hills in the 
ilistance could be viewed in all tlu> 
grandeur of nature. Mr. Bigelow, 
a camera fiend, has taken nmny 
views of the gieen pastures with the 
lowing herds, th»> running trains 
caught at the rate of a mile a min- 
ute, and the historic mills and man- 
sions in the vicinity of his homo. 
Mr. Meacham, of Island Pond, 
Vt., is a carriage painter by trade, 
regularly employed, aiul said to be 
an expi^rt at his calling. He dis- 
cussed the late N. E. G. A. con- 
vention, strongly siding with Mr. 
Hnyer, of SI. .lohnsbury, in the 
view that the Green Moiinlain Stale 
deserves bettor favors than it has 
received at the hands of the As- 
sociation, but as the vote has been 
passed to hold the next convention 
midway between Vermont an<i New 
Hampshire, he expressed himself 
as being in favor of the town in 
Vermont nearest to the other State 
and with the best railroad facilities. 
The next step of I he journey led 
me across the border into the do- 
minions of Hei Mdjesty, whose 
humble subject I once had been, 
but now I am a sovereign myself, 
and treading the soil of monarchy 
with the breath and step of a free 
man owning allegiance to no earth- 
ly sovereign, a feeling of exaltation 
and exultation which no American 
can experience until he slops into a 
foreign land. Of course, I did not 
sell a copy of the laws of the fire 
republic to the benighted subjects 



of an imperialistic colony, for their 
laws are radically different from 
ours, notably that of primogeniture 
or the law of entail, by which the 
eldest gobbles up the whole pro- 
perty, a proceeding which is not re- 
cognized in the legal jurisprudence 
of the ITnited States, and would be 
set aside by the courts (ui the de- 
mand of other heirs of the body. 

At Arlhalaska, Quebec, I jnet 
the Misses Benudet, graduates of 
the Montreal Institution, but who 
had previous to my visit worked at 
Laconia, N. H., and talked of go- 
ing back thi'ie in (he near future. 

Mr. .lames Beigner, of Montreal, 
operates a large mattresses factory, 
where he pursues the same generous 
policy of Mr. Meinken, of New 
York City, in teaching the trade to 
the unemployed deaf-mutes. I 
found him an intelligent con- 
versationalist and a goo(l business 
mail. His children were down with 
scarlet fever, but I sincerely hope 
they are all well, by this time. 

Probably the most interesting 
man anionir ihe deaf in Montreal, is 
Mr. Joseph Fournier, the manager 
of a large job and book printing 
oHice, whose ability as an all-round 
printer, who knows how to set up 
both Eiiglis'i and French type with 
ease, and is a man of briirht intel- 
lect, reminded me strongly of an- 
other Britisher, now a cilizon of 
the ITnited States, Mr. E. A. Hodg- 
son, who is playing such an import- 
ant role in our afTairs. 

Met an old friend from Boston in 
the KnittofT Manufacturing Co,, of 
Montreal, whore he is really hold- 
ing an important position as 
■-; -'iiu.Midciit or foreinau of fhv 
linen I. Prank A. 
V ..,.,.,,, ,,.,,„.N f.iosperous and dress- 
es up in the most fashional)le at- 
tire. He is popular with the (Cana- 
dian deaf of both sexes. He some- 
times sighs for the Bohemian life 
ho led in the Hub among his cronies, 
and talks of returning, but it is 
doubtful if he will ever do so, as 
he is much better off where he is. 
lie was overflowing with happiness 
at mooting a friend fioin Boston, 
gave me the glad hand and plied 
m(> with questions about poisons 
and afTairs in the Hub Mr. Con- 
ant staled that he had tried to gain 
admission into the convents wh<^re 
many deaf-mute girls were either 
taught or employed, but always met 
with the " marl)lo heart" from the 
guardians of the.se jilacos. 

Also met the irrepressible Mr. 
Zurwich, of Now York and Boston, 
who has a haliil of popping up in 
unexpected places. At this writ- 
ing, he is back in Boston, quietly 
pursuing hi« trade, but there is no 
knowing where he will skedaddle to 
next. 

Miss Mary Pinsomault, after 
twenty years of (*onvont life, has 
returned U) the world accomplished 
in the graces and arts of woman 
hood. Her family is among the 
best in Montreal. She is fond of 
the society of the deaf and does 
mutdi good for them. 

Once more I slopped on the soil 
of freedom and had a jdeasant 
meeting with Mr. C. O. Upham, of 
Watertown, N. Y., who impressed 
me as a gentleman by his manners 
mu\ inleiligenco. Ho is employed 
as a limoko(>por of a large factory, 
an unique position for a deaf-mute 
and the only one I ever heard of in 
that capacity. 

A business man who bought one 
of my books told ine that Mr. 
Charles Cooper, who lives in one of 
tlu* handsomest resiliences in Water- 
town, was remembered in the will 
of th(» late ex -Gov. Uosw(>ll P. 
Flower, a relative on his mother's 
side, to the extent of Ji;iOO,000. 
Mr. CXioper was away in New York 
City, at the time of my visit. 

The territory of her Britannic 
Majesty looms up in <«l<>se proximity 
to our own in a journey to Norlh.ern 
Vermont and New Yolk, so it was 
no wonder I found myself at Kings- 
ton, Canada, where 1 met Mr. Mc- 
Itae, whose father owns a big mer- 
chandise store and by wluun he is 
employed. His hoaiing wife is 
said to be an accomplished lady, 
who is quite an adept in the sign- 
language. He was a classmate of 
the well-known Henry Acheson 
whose old, spavined nags always 
run away with liiin. Mr. Mcliiie 
Romembered Mr. Acheson as "a 
siiiarl follow" and was glad to hear 
that he was getting along so well in 
the world. 
James Peterson, who was cducat-

ed in the New Voik Institution, re- 
cently died in Qnol>ec at the age of 
seventy-three years, after a life of 
reverses. He w;o :\ bookbinder at 



the time of his death. Pi-evious to 
that, he had livod in the enjoyment 
of a fortune left him liy his f'atlior, 
but his propel ty was all burned 
out, and as there was no insurance 
on it, his wealth was wiped out. 

At Syracuse, I met Mr. E. A. 
Brown, a lirst-clasa shoe-maker, 
who is assistant foreman in a 
shoe factory. He said he was will- 
ing to take in deaf-mutes as ap 
prentices oi workers. 

Mrs. Nj^e Brown lives in Syra- 
cuse with her mother, a lady over 
seventy years old, who met the 
writer as she meets eveiy one, with 
a pleasant, kindly face, and a 
cheery word. Mrs. Nye Brown 
talked of ohl times and made many 
inquiries about Fanwood and tho 
old friends whose memory she 
cliorishod though sep.'inited from 
those slie held dear. 

Elsewhere I found a deaf-muto 
woman of fifty years, wlioUy ui«- 
eduoated. This proves almost 
criminal negligence on the part of 
her naiural guaidians in a State 
which provides so lib<>rally for the 
education of all the jieople. 

Arthur Shaw, of HarrLsville, N. 
Y., graduated fnun the Rome Insti- 
tution, is a nice-looking young 
man. A cobbler by trade, but am- 
bitious to start a shoe shop of his 
own before U.ng. His wife I found 
to be as pleasant and agreeable as 
himself, and they make a model 
couple. x^^^^

toriea in Syracuse at goorrCviiges 
and generally on long time. 

Some years ago, the late Wm. 
Martin Chamberlain brought to 
Boston a young man, then a teach- 
er in the Arkansas Institution, 
whose brilliant qualities won tho 
regard of everybody. Many of us 
still remember Mr Geary. I met 
him at Syracuse, N. Y., pursuing a 
more strenuous life as a painter. 
By tho force of his personality, he 
is tho leading light among the deaf 
of Syracuse. At tho time of my 
visit, he was engaged in a mallei 
wliich if carried out is bound to 
create the biggest kind of a sensa- 
tion in our little world He had 
engaged the services of a lawyer 
and was s(>curiiig affidavits. As 
these are mat I CIS of no concern to 
me, being a simple traveler. 1 do 
not care to go into details. A club 
is being organized by Mr. Geary 
for the benefit of <i\'> 'i»>-'' of th.u 
city and vicinil\ 

The Northern ^ow York Insti- 
tion at Malone, founded by Mr. 
Henry C. Rider, is b^iutifully 
situated on a rising knoll overlook- 
ing a wide expanse of pieiuresque 
scenery. In the Institution, I 
found everything in apple-pie or- 
der, with evidences of a iiiM-foct sys- 
tem of management, for even to a 
casual observer, it was evident that 
things wore riinniug smoothly un- 
der the direction of either a wise 
head or a firm hand. The young 
Superintendent, Edward C. Rider, 
greeted the writer courteously, and 
showed his cai>acity for tho position 
by inquiring about the deaf in the 
outside worhl, and was interested in 
an account of those I had met iu 
my travels. Suoh of the pupils as 
I conversed wiih gave evidence of 
quick-witted intelligence, and the 
paper they iniblished under Ihe 
name of the Meiifor, wliich " supi^r- 
.seded" or "abrogatotl" the ohi 
journal that was a power in the 
councils of the deaf under the bril- 
liant but erratic editorship of the 
versatile tJeorge Lucas Reynolds, 
is a model of typography and lead- 
ing matter. In that week's i.ssue, 
th«\v iHiblished a pretty supplement 
of a copy of the " Madonna and 
the Angels" by Bouguercau, a 
sample of which I sent to a friend 
in Boston, who has framed it up. 
From what I saw of Ihe workings 
of the school, I should judge that 
the young Mr. Ridoi is an ;dil(> 
adminislrator 

In Ihe city, at ilie Ii.mik- im .m- 
other son, I had " heart to heart 
talks" with Mr. Henry C. Rider on 
divers subjects, the life insurance 
company in wliioh I lost eighty 
dollars, and Mr. Rider, as he slated 
to me, much more than that, his 
favorite co-operative colony scheme, 
etc. Ho inquiT«'d as to' how tho 
deaf were g«'ttiiig along in the 
world, and as to whether there 



were not many of them out of work 
or getting barely living wages, and 
he discoursed eloquently on the 
need of the colonization scheme for 
which he wanted $'J5,000, for the 
purchase of land and buildings, 
etc. I said that ho would be more 
likely to need $100,000 for thai 
purpose, to which he replied with a 
smile: "That will come in good 
lime." Thanks to his advice about 
Ihe best localities in the city for 
the sale of my hook, I soid $5 
worth, the next day. 

No.\t, I dropped into tho N. Y. 
Centr.il Instilutioii at Rome, and 
niiM with rather a cold reception, as 
ovoryliody, induoing Principal 
NoKson, who excused himself on the 
plea of important matters to attend 
to, seemed intent on his own >aflfairs 
and apparently had no use for 
visiting doaf-mufos, not dreaming 
even in the pronounced deHf-nmle 
literary atonisphoro of the Institu- 
tion of Burns' warning, " Thoi-e is a 
cliiel among yo takin' notes." Mr 
Soiiney greeted me with the remark 
"Ah! here is tho Great American 
Traveler." Mj interview with hiin 
was very brief. His whole person- 
ality indicalod a man of keen in- 
loUigonce, .-iggrossive independence 
of character and self-reliance. In 
somewhat of his manner, he remind- 
ed me strongly of another gifted 
intellect, our own Wm. Martin 
Chamberlain, especially in an in- 
describablo air of assured huporior- 
iiy, no doubt fostered in his swell- 
ing bosom by tho consciousness that 
he had done great things, like the 
holding of a ro^'>">'-iiO' .>.wifi.,,, ;,. 
HU institution, 

without ti .» coUogiale 

education, i tuuiitl the cabinet 
shop in fine condilitm and well- 
equipped for the instruction of 
irados. The foreman of the print- 
ing office, whose name I have 
forgotten, expressed himself with 
vehemence in favor of the trade for 
Ihe deaf, and pointed with pride to 
the large number of giaduatos who 
were making a good and steady liv- 
ing at it. 

At St. Johnsbury, Vermont, I 
had the pleasure of seeing Mr. 
Albert S. Hoyer in his father's 
handsome residence on one of the 
principal streets of the town. Ho 
eagt>rly discussed N. E. G. A. 
mattt>rs on account of his position 
as treasurer, to which ho was 
elected at Ihe last convention. He 
said that tho qnestion of fillling 
bonds was not yet settled between 
himself and President Frisboe, and 
wanted to have it settled by the 
Board of tXfioers according to the 
Constilution and By-Laws. He 
spoke with much pleasun> of this 
meeting with Rev. Harry Van 
Allen, and said it was a fortunate 
thing for the deaf of Vermont that 
gentleman of such good character 
and superior education, was appoint- 
ed as their pastor, and he predicted 
much gi>od from such a mission. 

In conclusion, I cannot reflect on 
the palatial surroundings, the 
wondefully-efTeclivo methods of 
education and the abundance of 
comforts as well as conveniences, 
provided for the deaf in American 
Institutions, without a feeling of 
s.idness at the lack of the same op- 
portunetes in my youth at schools 
for the deaf in England. My me- 
mory harjis back to other times and 
scenes with painful regrot, not to 
say indignation at the men and 
methods of Ihe school where I was 
given what Iboy called "an educa- 
tion," but it was the mere drilling 
of speech without an attempt to in 
struct me in tho common branches 
of knowledge, which I needed more 
than anything else to equip me to 
tight my own way in the world, for 
I was incapable of speech and have 
never used it fi-om that day to this. 
I mourn the waste of my youth, ami 
bitterly \rraign the authors of my 
misfortune in refusing me the bene- 
fits .«o frooly aocorded to tho 
Americans of obtaining a giuxl, all- 
ai-ound education. It was only after 
1 arrived in Boston in early man- 
hood that I was able to 'improve 
myself, which I did by studying the 
sign-language, the conversation of 
th«> best educated deaf, and jiicking 
up words and phrases from the 
newspapers or in general inter- 
coui-se with the hearing people. In 
memory, there is no picture of 
happy school days under an inspir- 
ed leacher and alteiitive pupils all 
working togolher in harmony, such 
as I have seen in the schools of this 



country. Instead of such a model 
school and system, I can only re- 
view cramped quarters, cramped 
methods of instruction and cramped 
resources of mental pleasures, list- 
less pupils and over-worked, stem 
teachers, ceaselessly drilling pupil 
after pupil, not class by class after 
the American way, all' which is a 
state of things inseparable from a 
one-sided method of education. In 
my youth, I was eager for an educa- 
tion and had my ideals, and though 
my idols are now shaliered, my 
ideals remain, and I see them real- 
ized in the schools of America. If 
the boys and girls now in school 
will take the advice of a man who 
has known the disadvantages of an 
imperfect education and envies 
them their splendid opportunities, 
their perfect sj^stem of education 
and their corps of we'1-beloved 
teachers, I would tell them to be 
diligent, attentive, and make the 
most of their time, for the mill will 
never grind with the water that has 
passed, and while knowlediio comes 
in quicker through the medium of 
the sijjii-language, wisdom of a 
practical and useful nature lingers 
and is too often pas.sed by without 
notice and remembered afterwanis 
with "the passing tribute of a sigh."

It is a source of pleasure alike to 
the old and young to read letters 
written in childish hands to St. 
Nicholas, and it must l>e of more 
than passing interest to receive 
such letters, not only from hearing 
children, but from those who laboi 
under the severe affliction of total 
deafness, and yet are withal so 
bravely patient, bright and cheery 
Even pei-sons who are adepts in 
reading " between the lines" can 
perceive no hint of loneliness, of 
unsatisfied, restless longings, or 
temlencies of morbid melancholy in 
the letters written to the deai "old 
saint by pupils in the First, Second 
and Thiid grades of the Deaf 
School at the coiner of Seventh ami 
Piarie Streets. The letters whioh 
were written by children whase 
average age ranges from five to 
nine years old, show a beautiful, 
childlike faith in Santa Clans and 
his piH>verbial generosity. 

In a remarkably neat, vertical 
penmanship, wliich has almost the 
legularity of type, one golden-hair- 
ed, blue-eyed lassie in the First 
grade writes : " I love you. I 
want a doll, a handkerchief, a 
watch and some candy. I like 
apples and nuts. We have a new 
baby at home." The good saint 
may justly feel gratified tiy the 
maiden's sweetly tender words, " I 
love you," which are suggestive of 
all that is sweet and dear to human 
nature. Indeed, one can almost 
feel the little gii-l's chubby arms 
around one's neck, and liear her 
repeat plainly, though monoton- 
ously, " I love you." 

Somewhat in contrast to the fore- 
going is the brief note : " I shall 
be a very good boy. (how like a 
lv>y !) I want a drum, a bi<ycle 
and a blotter. Please give maciima 
some books. You are fat and 
happy. (Jood bye." Another man- 
ly little fellow tells the saint with a 
delightful sincerity, that he likes 
him, and inquires if he has any 
bicycles, as he wants one. Livelv 
Ella says, " Please give me some 
nuts. Do you like the girls and 
boys? You are good." Another 
little maid writhes : "I can speak," 
which is most significant in itself, 
speaking volumes as it does, for 
the true priile the children take in 
being able to speak, and their at- 
titude of heartfelt gratitude for the 
noble work their teachers are carry- 
ing on. It is doubtful if any one 
but a deaf person can fully realize 
the indescribable blessing of being 
able to speak, and of understand- 
ing others by reading the lips of 
the speakers. Years ago, when 
there was no such alleviation as 
spoken language and lip-reading

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WOMAN CUT THROAT AND STOMACH 
AND SWALLOWS LAUDANUM— IN- 
PIjXCTED some DAYS AGO — 
WOUNDS NOT DISCOVERED UNTIL 
WOULD-BE SUICIDE REACHES THE 
HOSPITAL— VICTIM IS DEAF AND 
DUMB, 

Kansas City Times, Dec, I4.) 

Mrs. Aiinetle Ayre of Marceline, 
Mo , a deaf and dumb woman about 
40 years old, came to Kansas City, 
Wednesday night and registered at 
the New Albany hot" I, opposite the 
union depot. About 6 o'clock last 
night she was found in her room In 
an almost dyinir condition, having 
made three dilf-rent attemi)ls at 
committing suicide. She was 
evidently not only deaf and dumb, 
but on the v.rge of insanity. When 
found she had a yash across her 
throat extending into the windpipe 
and an incision in her stomach, 
both of which had evidently been 
made two or three days. There 
was blood on her uiidercloUiing. 
An ein[)ty fwo-oiiiicee bottle of 
laudanum was also found in her 
possession. She was taken to the 
cily hospital and dieo early this 
morning. , 

A strange thing in connection 
with her ease is that no one knew 
of the cut in her throat and stomach 
until after she was taken to the 
liospital. By keeping her head 
thrown forward the one in her 
throat was not vi.sible and she 
(ioiild breathe 111 rough her nostrils. 
The wound in the stomach is 
probably fatal. Her state of un- 
consciousness wdien found was 
caused by the ladanum. She had 
then been at the hotel twenty four 
hours. She said on her arrival 
here that she was going to some 
place in California, and woulfj 
leave over the Santa Fe. A Santa 
Fe anent called at her room 
yesterday morning to as.sist her in 
securinu a ticket, iiut she slipped a 
note to him under the door saying 
thai she was ill and could not go 
until the in xt day. At noon her 
door was open and she was sleeping. 
When she did not appear at supper 
last night the hotel clerk went up 
to investigate aud found her uncon- 
scious. Dr. Manahan, assistant 
surgeon, was called. 

Mrs. Ayors left a number of notes 
and letters showing unmistakable 
evidence of a deranged mind and 
•III intent to kill herself The 
sentences were put together in a 
very incoherent way. One note 
read: "I tried to murder myself 
before I left home." On another 
(mper she stated that she had tried 
I to kill herself with a butcher knife. 

Anoiner note, ,viiicli was evident- 
ly written on the train on her way 
into Kansas City, was as follows: 

" Please assign me to a hotel 
that is not very noisy, if you can, 
for I need rest" An answi-r to 
this in another handwriling was: 
"New Aliiauy hotel, opposite 
union depot." 

Another note read; " I told my 
brother, Thomas Bed, that Wil- 
liam Gray said for me to go in the 
first door, that is where the wa(.>gin 
stood. Gra,y said when I rejrister 
tosignitJ. T. Ayers " This was 
sitrned " Mr.«. Annette Ayers." 

A<'coin|)anying tlies notes was an 
envh'ope sealed, stamped and al- 
■ Iressed to Mrs. J. T. Heir, 
Marceline, Mo. On a piece of 
pijier allnelied to this was written: 
" Please mail tliis letter for me." 
The contents of this letter were 
very pathetic. She imagined that 
there wasa deep plot laid by certain 
fiorsons to kill her mother, burn 
the house aud jret the insurance 
money The languaue was .in- 
coherent, and scarcely any two 
sentences were on the same subject. 
The h'tter closed with the worils: 
" A kiss to all my grandehildren 
and a kiss to my beloved children, 
and todcarolri mamma" 

There was also a letter dated 
Columbus, Meb., October 15, 1900, 
written by Mrs. Dora Dietrichs to 
Mrs. E. A^ers, Bro(d< field. Mo., 
which probably explains somewhat 
the ciuise of her mental distress. 
It seems that Mrs E. Ayers is her 
mother. Tlie h-tter stated that a 
Storage bill of 825 was due on some 
«oods stored with Mrs. Dietrichs 
and unless the money was paid 
within ten days the good would be 
sold at aiieiiiMi to satisfy the debt. 

.Mrs Ayers had $65 in her posses- 
sion. The label on the laudanum 
bottle contained the name of N. L. 
Holies, druggist, Marceline, Mo.

AUTHORITY ON THE SUBJECT T.noKs 
FOR GLORIOUS FUTURl 



The present condition of affairs 
in the education of deaf-mutes is 
peculiar, interesting and full of 
proini.se for the coming century 
When tlie first permanent schools 
for the deaf were established in 
Germany and France two methods 
were made use of. In Germany it 
was contended that all deafmiites 
of good mental caiiacity could be 
taught to speak, and the oral 
method, to the exclusion of all 
others, has been employed up to the 
present time. In France it was 
lield that but a small proportion of 
the deaf were capable of acquiring 
a real'y successful command of 
speech, and that the greatest good 
for the greatest number could be 
secured by making considerable 
use of the language of signs antl of 
fineer-spelling, called the dumb 
laneuaire. 

In 1880 an International Congre.«s 
of Instructors of the Deaf was hehl 
at Milan, the result of which was 
that the French Government ordered 
the adoption ef the oral method in 
the schools of France and the dis- 
continuance of the manual method. 

In the United States the first 
school for deaf mutes, established 
in 1817, adopt<?d the manual method 
as it had been dev<>Ioped in the 
French Republic, and this method 
|)revailed in our country for 50 
years. In 1867 various cau.ses led 
to the introduction of the teaching 
of speech into Atnerican ."chools for 
the deaf, and since that date a good 
many persons, in.struetors and 
others, have urged the adoption of 
the oral methoii of Germany to the 
exclusion of the French * manttal 
method. A spirited and earnest 
controversy in the schools has 
yrown (uit of this, those formerly 
practicing the manual method, 
while willinir to attempt the teach- 
in i: of speech with all deaf children, 
being generally in favor of giving 
it up in the case of those who.sc 
ability to speak and to read the lips 
(.f others proved to be very limited. 
It has thus cotne about that a large 
majority of American schools for 
the deaf are to-day working under a 
combined system, in which all 
methods are made u.so of, their ap. 
plication beitg varied according to 
the copaltility and the adaptability 
of the pupil. 

From all of which it is not difficult 
to conclude that the deaf-mutes of 
the Twentieth Century ought not 
to l>e eilucated under the pure oral 
method, which the educated deaf of 
the Nineteenth Century condemn 
l)Ut under the American Combined 
System, which the}' approve.
